Camden (N. J.) Blaze. 


Camden, N. J., May 14.—Fire which 


broke out in 
the Farmers' 
market 


house, at 5th and Federal streets, com- 
pletely destroyed that building, ten 
stores and about fifty small dwellings, 
rendering homeless about 250 persons. 
These homeless people are quartered In 
the armory building and are being fed 
at the expense of the city. The chief 
of the Camden fire department early 
realized that the fire was beyond the 
control of his limited .force, and the 
fire department of Philadelphia 
was 


called upon for assistance and 
sent 


four companies. 
The flames leaped 


across 5th street and a second row of 
small houses th-ere was soon destroyed.

"Two missionary bishops, no new bish- 
ops for America," the decision of the 
unofficial caucuses of hotel and church 
lobbies dampened the hopes of a dozen 
men who came to Chicago with bishop- 
rices looming big on their horizons. 
Wherever lawn-tied delegates met talk 
turned on the fight the younger men in 
the church will make when the com- 
mittee on episcopacy submits its belat- 
ed report, to prevent the election of the 
two bishops which the committee is ex- 
pected to recommend for work in the 
home field. 


Every delegate to the conference has 


his first-and second choices for places 
on the board. Before the committee 
on episcopacy, yielding to the pressure 
of the younger ministers and laymen 
determined to add only two bishops 
to. the home board, every man had his 
favorites pf the'fifth, sixtt and sev- 
enth degrees. 
It seemed a foregone 


conclusion that at Isast six American 
bishops would be selected. 


Besides .settling the number of bish- 


ops to be elected the committee must 
determine whether or not a bishop 
ot Afifcan descent shall be chosen at 
this conference, where the Episcopal 
residencies for the coming quadren- 
nium ought to be limited to diocesan 
boundaries or not.

burning forest of human, sacrifice have 
euch atrocious persecutions been wit- 
nessed as were enacted by the fanat- 
ical Moslems within the bounds of the 
Ottoman empire in 1895. 


For GOO yearsl the Armenians were. 


the most submissive subjects of the 
Turkish empire and paid tribute as a 
penalty for not accepting Islam. With 
-the accession of the present sultan a 
series of oppressions was begun. The 
•<ruelty continually Increased until It 
-terminated in the reign of terror aud 
-the awful carnival of death;. '

•they we're set upon tby the Turkish 
^soldiers, and 12 were killed and more 
•than 300 wounded. 


This massacre was follow&d at in- 


tervals by others, until a comm'sslon 
xepresenting France, Russia and Eng- 
land demanded that certain- reforms 
'lie granted 1n six Armenian provinces— 
"Van, Erzerum, SJvas, Karput, Bit- 
ais and Diarbekir. These propositions 
••were resisted under various pretexts 
:for four months, at the end of which 
itime the emperor aooedert to the spirit 
•of the notes and appointed Shakir 
Pasha high commissioner to carry 
-them out. The granting of these con- 
•cessions marked the beginning of the 
latest most bloody chapter in 1. 


, 3jistory. 


During the time the sultan had the 


.reforms under advisement the Rose- 
'•kery ministry ended and Salisbury was 
appointed premier. 
Trom May 11, 


•when the scheme of reforms was pre- 
asentecl, until Sept. 30 110 massacres oc- 
-curred, and tho time was occupied 
"with the consideration of tho reform 
measures anil the petitions of the Ar- 
menians. Sept. 20 a large number of 


' -Armenians in Constantinople went to 
the porte with a petition for redress of 


, grievances. 
They were attacked by 


•police on the way, and a major of po 
3ice and about SO Armenians, of whom 
•one was a. woman, were killed. Those 
•of the Armenians who escaped this 
first assault were taken prisoners and 
3ater put to death In cold blood. 


Another change was made In the 


Turkish ministry, and Bahri Pasiha 
•was fired upon in Trebizond. This was 
1 olloweil Oct. S by the massacre of 
Trebizond, arid following this all Ar- 
menia was turned into a scene of 
-•sUuighter. The'massacres In the Kar- 
jut district were the most terrible. 
More than 170 towns were destroyed, 
and men nnd .women were killed by 
-thousands. The men had no means cf 
•defense, and the women were cut to 
pieces when they tried to defend their 
^children and .their houor. The greatest 
•cruelty and loss of life wore in the 
massacres of Aibost, Arnbkir, Chuu 
Tuish, Diarbekir, lienli, Husenik, Kouk, 
3Ualatia.

Ex Alderman W. H. Jones, who was 


chairman of the lighting committee 
when the present contract was made, 
has some suggestions to make on the 
subject of city lighting. The ex-alder- 
Tsoft'a is in error as to the ground The Ga- 
zette occupies. The Gazette has not 
said that '-Janesville 
lighting costs 


more than any city of anywhere near its 
size," but that Janesville "spends more 
for lights1'—that its lighting 
fund is 


larger "than'that of any city ot any- 
where near its size"—quite a... different 
proposition. 


With reference to the bearing of the 


length of the 3ontract on the price, Mr. 
Jones is correct—an exceptionally low 
price would entitle the contractor to 
long time contract and vice Versa.

Mr. Jones errs as to the required 


candle power ot the Janesville lights 
The contract, on this point, reads as 
follows. 
"Tho said Nqrcross agrees to lurnish to and for 
the city of Janesvillo one hundred aiid fifty-six 
(156) arc lamps OF THE SAME KIXD, QUALITY 
AND CAXDLEPOWEE AS THOSE now in use in said 
city," etc., etc.^ j 


No mention of a stated candle power 


is made, and lawyers say that the con- 
tract requires no stated candle power to 
be furnished. • .Perhaps/the ex-al'dertmin 
will remember that The Gazette tried to 
get information as to "the lights.now in 
use," but could not do so. Tests were 
made, but the men who made the tests 
made no'report, or if they reported, the 
report was suppressed. At that time 
the ex alderman, if we mistake not, in- 
sisted that the lights were all right as

thinks they may be of less power, and 
suggests frequent tests—the reports of 
which might never reach the public.

rate. The contract is for ten years. There was 
no other bid'submitted'to the. council, as the 
livaustou Electric Illuminating company is the 
only established electric lighting company in 
the city. The population of Evanstuii is 25.0CO 
inhabitants. 
The annual appropriation for 


public lighting for tho year 1900 is $15,731.46.

This is for ten years, Janesville ia for 
three years.

But I am satisfied that 
the candle power at times falls bhort of 
the required amount. This can be cor 
rectcd by authorizing the city electrician 
to test the lights frequently and report 
to tha council, and a reasonable reduc- 
tion made for loss in light. As for re- 
ducing the number of arc lights, I think 
there would be more objection by the 
people to that than haa ever been over 
the price of lights. 


About three vears'ago each rnembbr cf 


the lighting committee endcavered to 
find out from .his constituents who 
would have been willing to have taken 
out the electric lights adjacent to their 
residences. On comparing notes nobody 
wanted them taken out. I suggest this 
would be a good way to have the people 
feel about it at the present time. There 
are now' 154 arc lights at a total cost to 
this city of $10,205 per year.

are several spots that would be improved 
by more light, and instead of reducing 
the number of arc lights the writer 
would much prefer to increase it, for 
about the sarnft total price.

New Iron Storm-TVnniliijr Tower. 


Washington, May 14.—Realizing the 


great value of the storm warnings of 
the weather bureau -in the saving .of 
life and property, Secretary Wilson 
has directed that careful experiments 
be made with the view of adopting an 
improved method/ of issuing warning 


• signals from marine ports. With the 


co-operation of several important man- 
ufacturing establishments, a new iron 
storm-warning tower has been con- 
structed and adopted by the secreary. 
This tower, being constructed in sec- 
tion's, can be extended to a greater 
or less height in accordance with the 
visual conditions of different 
ports. 


Near the top of the tower two pow-er- 
ful French Fresnel lens lamps are 
located, and above the lamps is. the 
flagstaff, from which day signals are 
to be displa-ed. Congress, in accord- 
ance with the recommendations of the 
secretary, made an appropriation suffi- 
cient to equip one-half of the 300 dis- 
play stations of the bureau during the 
coming year. Secretary Wilson has 
directed the chief of the weather bu- 
reau to distribute these new towers as 
equally as possible between .the lake 
and sea ports.

GET AWAY FROM KROONSTAD. 


Many Arrests Marie of Tlione Who Were 


Suspected of iMiilignlng the Urillsli— 
Free State tiuel Transvaal Xut ou Good 
Terius. 


London, May 14.—The Boers have 


retreated from Kroonstad to the Vaal 
river, -where they are intrenching and 
expect to give battle to the force 
under Lord-Roberts. It appears that 
the Boers at Kroonstad had bee?* re- 
enforceil by 3,000 men from Natal last 
.Friday, and that altogether 10,000 men 
•with 
twenty 
guns, trekked 
from 


Kroonstad on the approach of Loi'J 
JRoberts. 
The Boers made an inef- 


fectual stand at Bochsrand and had 
elaborate intrenchments in front of 
Kroonstad, which offered great facili- 
ties for a rear-guard action. Their 
only anxiety, however, appears to have 
teen to get away safely with all their 


• guns and convoys, which again they 
have successfully accomplished. The 
few stores they were unable to carry 
away they 1 burned. Gen. French en- 
camped northeast o£ Kroonstad 
and 


dispatched a force to cut the line. The 
project succeeded late at night, but, 
unfortunately, alter the departure r.£ 
the last, train. 
Although the troops 


tad marched sixteen miles, they were 


- in excellent form on entering 
the 


town. Many arrests have been made, 
chiefly of those who had maligned the 
British. It was found that ma«y per- 
sons have been' deported from Lady- 
brand for . ultra sympathy with the 
British. 


President Steyn has gone to Lindley, 


the neUr seat of the Free State govern- 
ment. A number of the-burghers are 
trekking homeward. The opposition in 
the Free State is practically' over. All 
the prisoners in the hands of the.J3rit- 
ish, here agree that the quarrel be- 
tween the Free Staters and the Trans- 
vaalers is so acute that the Transvaal- 
«rs have decided to leave .their allies, 
whom they accuse of cowardice and 
lack of patriotism. Most of the Trans- 
vaal prisoners think that if they are 
defeated at 'the Vaal river tl>e Boers 
will retreat to Pretoria, but there ap- 
pears to be a growing distrust in the 
Transvaal government. In a word, the 
back of the Boer resistance seems to 
have been broken. The burghers are 
fighting without' their previous stub- 
bprness. They seem ready to retreat 
on the slightest pretext. The prisoners, 
even the Transvaal ers, appear glad to 
have been capturedi They say they are 
sick of a war which can have only one 
end. 
Several have exclaimed, "We 


have lost our liberty, but why should 
we lose our lives?" 
President Steyn 


Is represented as having been frantic 
with rage and as having kicked and 
cuffed the burghers after vainly im- 
ploring them to continue their fight. 
There was practically no fighting and 
there are no further details to give re- 
specting the occupation of Kroonstad. 
Lord Roberts, after a march which is 
regarded as worthy of being ranked 
•with his famous march to Kandahar, 
has thus covered another stage o£ his 
campaign,.a stage which, although suc- 
cessful and yithout the mistakes and 
misfortunes which characterized the 
earlier stages, leaves tne Boer forces 
quite intact, not having lost a gun and 
having lost very few men. Experience 
has 'taught the critics to be chary of 
accepting reports of Boer demoraliza- 
tion. 


Offer Made Rev. Dr. l^orlmer. 


Boston, Mass., May 14.—Rev. George 


C.-Xorimer, D. D., pastor of Boston's 
famous Baptist church, Trement tem- 
ple, and formerly of Chicago, has been 
invited to accep't the presidency of 
Columbia university at Washington.

Dr. Lorimer here and tried to prevail 
upon him' to accept, but his answer, 
which was reported to the fuil board, 
was that he desired time to consider 
the matter. Dr. Lorimer said tonight 
that he thought quite favorably of the 
offer, 
but his pastorate here1 had 


reached the highest ideal and he v$.s 
satisfied to continue, but if the uni: 
versity offered 
larger 
opportunities 


for usefulness he might accept.

OF SIGNALMEN. 


Notable Exploits of American 


, 
Soldiers In Luzon. 


. Q*EAT VALUE 01 THE "BUZZEE." 


Over a Thotmnnd Miles ot Mllltni-y 


Linen Now In Operation—Sergeant 
Plnnucry'K Font of Telejii-apliluif 


• "Without an Instrument \Vlille' Un- 


der Fire—TcloplioncH Al»o In Use. 
On the wall in the central office oi' 


the signal corps in Manila bangs .1 
blue print map,of tlie island- ol' Luzon. 
On it, like the arteries .of the huniau 
system on an anatomical chart, are de- 
picted iu rod peuciliiigs the various 
military telegraph lines. Captaiu Rus- 


i of the signal corps is proud of this 


mail. 


"Hero," said he, covering with- hia 


two hands a network oL' red lines about 
Manila, "was the extent Of the army 
telegraph lines three mouths ago. Now 
look where we are today," and he 
stretched his arms up to point to the 
two narrow little red lines ruuniug 
to the extreme northern end of the is- 
land and then swept his hands down- 
ward to point out the cable system in 
the Laguna do Bay and the network 
of lines extending to the various gar- 
risoned towns south of'there as far as 
Batangas. 


Since active operations bogan in Oc- 


tober last, the signal corps has rigged 
up more than a thousand miles of lines, 
says the Manila correspondent of the 
New York Sun, writing nuclei1 the daw 
of Feb. IS. This.' would have becu a 
still bigger job than it was hntl it not 
been for tho involuntary assistance 
rendered by the insurgents themselves 
in leaving' uninjured several hundred 
miles of lino formerly built by the 
Spaniards and later used by the rebels. 
The signal corps men following the 
troops seized these lines as often us 
they came handy and strung their own 
wire to connect the breaks. 


Previous to General Law ton's cam- 


paign up the Rio Grande last October 
and the subsequent routing of the in- 
surgent government at Tarlac by Gen- 
eral JiacArthur there were barely 1250 
miles of telegraph lines in operation 
under the Americans. With remarka- 
ble speed the now lines were erected 
and telegraph offices established in the 
rear of the moving troops. 
Captain 


Russell was in charge of the signal 


* corps detachment that accompanied 


General Lawton on his muddy tour 
through the Nneva' Ecija country and 
along the mountains to head off Argui- 
iialdo, and it was owing, to 
some 


mighty tall hustling by him • and his 
men that General Lawton was able to 
keep in (touch with Manila. The sup- 
ply of Insulated' wire ran out, and it 
was necessary to 'lay bare wire for 
miles through tho swamps and mire 
over which the column had. to pass. 
By the aid ofthe little instrument call- 
ed the buzzer it was possible to send 
and receive faint messages over this 
•wire. 


The signal corps force of Luzo'ri at 


present consists of two companies of 
barely 100 men each, and these are 
widely scattered. ' In the district south 
of Manila the men are distributed 
among Co telegraph offices, and in the 
district to the north they are taking 
care of many more.' In some parts of 
the island little groups of men are un- 
reeling wire behind moving columns 
of infantry and sending and receiving 
messages from flying Held telegraph 
offices. 
In addition to erecting lines 


and operating them they have, con- 
stantly to mend breaks where the reb- 
els cut the wires, and this often in- 
volves lighting. 
So the signal corps 


men are kept busy and. have plenty of 
adventures as well. 


One signal corps sergeant,went with 


five soldiers from Talavora to repair a 
break. 
The break had been found, 


and the sergeant was starting to re- 
pair it when a force of insurgents rose 
up in the tall grass by the. roadside and 
poured a volley into the little band. 
They attempted to tight the rebels oft, 
but it was useless. The sergeant dash- 
ed for the brush and succeeded in get- 
ting away. 
One of the soldiers also 


made his escape, but the other four 
were never 'seen or heard of after- 
ward. This particular stretch of line 
was cut again and again and was 
finally abandoned. 
This 
line ran 


through a lonely region. 
Wherf a 


telegraph line extends along a highway 
bordered by native huts it is customary 
for the signal corps men to explain to 
the inhabitants that the line mnst not 
/be injured under penalty of having 
their houses burned. 
Very few in- 


•Btances are.known.wher,e natives hatu 
-disregarded this warning. • 
p :.Sergeant Flannery is an old hand in 
'th'e signal corps- and is ready to at- 
tempt anything under the sun ordered 
by his officers. 
He was stationed at 


Tmus when the Filipinos began to 
press in on the road between there 


• and : Baepar ea.rly .in October. 
The 


day before this incident happened Pri- 
vate Gunderson had gone out to re- 
pair the telegraph line. He found the 
break at the point known as the Bend 
—"Bloody Bend" some people call it to- 
day—and" was mending the wire, when 
Insurgents on the opposite bank of the 
river began shooting, and he was hill- 
ed. Twenty-four hours later, a sharp 
fight was going on between an Ameri- 
can infantry command and the insur- 
gents at this same point. 
Sergeant 


Flannery was at work repairing tho 
wire which had again been cut. 
He 


was drawing the ends together, assist- 
ed by Private Boals, and apparently 
unconscious of the bullets dropping 
about him, when the commanding of- 
ficer rnshed toward him. 


"I want to get word to Imus for re- 


enforcements," he said to Flannery. 
"Is there anyway you can send a mes- 
sage to Imus for me?" 


"I have no instrument with me, sir," 


answered Flaunery, "but I might try 
tapping with the ends of the wire." 


"Yes, do it," ordered the officer am- 


iously. 


Flaunery drew the two cuds of the 


wire together and began tapping oae 
on the other, calling Imus. He repeat- 
ed the call at least a dozen times to 
make sure' Imus was listening and 
then very carefully tapped off the mes- 
sage asking for re-enforcemonts. This 
done, ho placed the two ends of tha 
wire against his tongue, and by ineaua 
of the faint twinges he received he 
was able to make out Imus' "O. K." 
He was able to distinguish a dot and o 
dash by the duration of the twinge. 


"All right, sir. They have tho mes- 


sage," he reported to tho infantry offi- 
cer. • 


Private Beals had by this time re- 


ceived a bullet wound. Flanuery do- 
voted his energies to getting him to a 
safe place and then returned to the 
wire, which he duly finished repairing. 
As nervy and clever a piece of work as 
has been done during the war is the 
verdict of _army officers who have 
heard of Flarmcry's feat. 


• It is now getting to -be the custom 
for the signal corps to use very little 
Insulated wire. By using the buzzer 
it has been found possible to lay bare 
wire flat on the ground in a hasty, man- 
ner and send messages for many, miles 
without insulation. 
The buzzer can 


also be used as a telephone. When it 
Is recording the dots' and dashes, it 
sounds much like a ll'y trying to make 
its escape from a piece of sticky fly- 
paper. 
By means of the buzzer some 


wonderful feats have been accomplish- 
ed iu telegraphing over country where 
the wire has even lain in mucl and wa- 
ter, and signal corps men in oue in- 
stance were able to carry commuuica- 
tlon past ii break where the ends ot 
the wire rested on the ground n foot 
apart. The buzzer recorded very faint- 
ly, but the message could be made put. 


Several telephone instruments have 


been t'uruishod to the signal corps, 
and in many places they are in use. In 
the viciuity of Calambn the garrisons 
are able to telephone in a rude way as 
well as telegraph over ..the same line. 
The only drawback to the telephone 
system where the buzzer is used as a 
transmitter is the inability to signal 
by ringing. The1 operators obviate this 
difllculry by listening at stated 
in- 


tervals, say on the even half hour. 
The business handled at the central of- 
fice in Manila in one day is enormous, 
and tho average number at messages 
Is 5,500. 


The signal service in the Philippines 


Is under the. direction of Colonel Al- 
len. The two .companies in Luzon are 
commanded by Captain Ilussell and 
Captain Carr. Major Scrivens, with ft 
force of 50 men, is. conducting the sig- 
nal operations iu the southern islands. 
His work'at'present has extended but 
little beyond Cebu and Pauay.

SYDNEY SORELY 'STRICKEN. 


• Bubonic I'liiKtie Beyond Control In 


tlie Austrulhiii City. 


Dr. Bartlett, a celebrated physician 


•of Sydney, who arrived at Vancouver, 
B. C., the other day 011 the steamer 
Miowera, says the bubonic plague has 
got entirely beyond the control of the 
authorities at 'Sydney and that till 
winter comes, it cannot be stamped 
out. 


The quarantine covers a large part of 


tho lower section of the city and in 
many cases prevents men from attend- 
ing to their occupations, snys the New 
York World. There have been several 
disturbances which it has taken large 
squads of police to quell. There were 
seven now cases of tho plague the day 
the steamer sailed. Two big tenement 
houses that were infected have boon 
burned, and provision had to be mado 
by the municipality for the poor people 
who had been living there.

All sorts of expedients are being em- 


ployed to rid the wharfs of rats. Be- 
sides the bounties paid by the city and 
the wharf companies, captains of ships 
pay 3 cents a head for every rat found 
on board. The mooring ropes of ships 
are covered with tar, a substance over 
which rats generally refuse to oass, 
and on every cable are tin guards to 
protect We ships from rat invasion. 


Infected'rats in great numbers have 


fallen into the water, and the fish 
that have been poisoned by eating 
them nre Boating in thousands all over 
the bay.
